it is impossible to avoid the conclu- 
sion that there must also be some 
points of dissimilavilv in the mindsof 
the two sixes.

Thus 
among the Australians and the 
negroes of Africa, the skulls of men 

and women avo much move alike in 
size than they are in Europeans. It 
would appeav fvom this fact, either 
the women for some cause or other 
have not availed themselves of the 
advantages of civilization as factors 
in the brain development to the same 
extent as man has, ov thai among 
savages there is not that dissimilarity 
in mental vvovk that is found among 
civilized nations, and that hence there 
is not the same necessity fov a dif- 

fevonee in brain development. 

For it natuvally follows that in the 
normal skull there is aeovvespoiuionoo 
between its size and that of the organ 
contained within it. The wovk of a 
woman is with them almost, the same 
as that of a man.

the element nitrogen, which forms 
four-fifths of the air we breathe, and 
isential to the making up of the 
muscles. The typical food of this 
kind is the white of eggs, the albumen 
— hence all these foods ar tevmed 
albuminous. Il includes the lean 
porta of meat, the cuvd of milk, the 
greater bulk of beans, peas and len- 
tils, and is found in every vegetable 
that grows. Sometimes in very 
minute quantity, as in cabbages, tur- 
nips, spinach, etc. ; at other times in 
abundance. 

The second kind of food is that 
which contains carbon (charcoal) 
along with oxygen and hydrogen in 
the proportions ID which they exist in 
water — henco are termed eavbo-hy- 
drates — the name signifying that tbev 
Ore made of charcoal and water. Su- 
gar of every kind and starches are the 
most important of this class of foods. 
The characteristic that distinguishes 
them is that when heated they "cliar" 
— they lose the water, of which they 
are largely composed, and nothing 
but a bit of charcoal remains. At 
the same time, they do not, give off 
an odor like that of burning feather*. 
ov hair, as the albuminous articles do 
when thus heated. 

The third variety of food is that 
composed of oxvgen and hydvogen, 
not in proportions to form water. 
This includes all the fats and oils that 
are used as aliments by man. Alco- 
hol also belongs to this class, and 
when used in vevy moderate amounts 
behaves like all the members of the 
" hydvo-cavbon'' class. Water is, of 
eouvse, an essential ingvodient of all 
varieties of food. It assists solution 
in the digestive juices, which 0T§ 
themselves largely composed of it, anil 
without it no absorption of now 
materials could take place, and those 
that .are worn out er superfluous could 
not be removed without its aid. — Cor. 
Globe-Democrat.

Many observations have shown that 
the average male brain weighs a little 
ovev foviy-nine ounces, while the 

m female brail is a little over 
forty-four ounces, or about Ave 
ounces less. The proportion existing 
between ihe two is therefore as 100 : 
90. This apparently makes a good 
showing fov man. but when wo look 
at the mat lev in anothev. and possibly 
a move eovveot light, the ad van: 
rather the other way : for relatively to 
the weight of tho body in the two 
sexes, the diffevence, whattlieiv 
in'favov of woman. The body of the 
female is shorter and weighs less than 
that of the male. Thus, in man the 
weight of the brain to that of the 
body has been found to be an a\ 

.60, while in woman it. is as i : 
86146, a diffevence of ,04 in hev favor. 
1'ossiblv this may be a move cowed 
way of detevmining the si/e of the 
brain than by absolute nieasuvements 
without regard to the size of the 
body.

pitation, the sensation of weight in 
the abdomen, pains, and lassitude in 
the limbs and emaciation. Numevous 
ave on vecovd in which hysterical 
tits, eiplepsy, convulsions of various 
kinds, and even mania, have been in- 
duced by the irritation excited by this 
parasite, and have ceased at once on 
iis vi moral. Tapeworms are introduc- 
ed to the tinman body in measly nn- 
devdone pork, in undevdone veai, and 
in undevdone beef. When vegetables 
are fertilized by sewage, tapeworm 
ova adhere to them, and a common 
form of introduction to the system is 
by means of salads. It takes a gf 
deal of washing to render lettuce sole 
that has been grown in this w 
Thorough cooking of everything] 
Water included, is the only ss 
against tapeworm. — Herald of Health.

Senator Coook.hu a i.r, recently made 
a telling speech, in favor of a liberal 
appropriation for deaf mute education, 
in the New York Legislature. He 
•bowed that the insane and the blind 
are better cared for in the way of ap- 
propriations than the deaf and dumb, as 
the per capita allowance for their care 
ib greater. The wisdom of making 
ample provision for deaf mute educa- 
tional pnrposes, has been proved too 
often to need further repetition. The 
deaf-mutes on leaving school are 
generally in a position to pay back in 
good citizenship the temporary loan 
made by the state for their inU 
tnal and manual training. That the 
facilities for securing an education in 
any one of the Institutions ol this 
Bute, should be at all cramped by 
lack of proper funds or eonvenier, 
is a calamity both great and far reach- 
ing.

The ease of Dr. Key, who myster- 
iously disappeared from New York 
City and some two weeks later found 
himself in Richmond, Va., his mind 
apparently a total blank upon all that 
had happened since he accompanied a 
patient to his own door in New York, 
appears I o lis identical with that of 
lb. \iisol It, mine, and both were 
classed as instances of temporary sub- 
siitiil.ion of identity. Ihe new person- 
ality taking full control of the organ- 
ism and carried on all physical and 

mental Functions. 

The verdict, of the public at large 
was that the public knew very little 
about such phenomena. 

But the Herald was not. satisfied 
with allowing the public to remain in 
this stale of bewilderment.. 

Ii look some time and trouble to 
find a weak point in Dr. Bourne's 
'• strange story," but. thanks to Sur- 
geon General Louis 11. Seed, who 
lended ihe " Norri8town sleep- 
er," the llrrahl correspondent suc- 
ceeded in Obtaining possession of a, 
pamphlet. 

Among the " wonderful facts" con- 
tained in the WOlk referred to is the 
follow in;; account, of Mr. Bourne's 
birth and parentage : — 

" Ansel Bourne was born in the 
city of New York on ihe Sih of .Inly, 
1826. His father, Thomas Bourne. 
ems a native of Sandwich, 111 the Slate 
of Massachusetts. His mother, whose 
name was I'.eisy (I reen, was a native 
of Uaiwiek. B. I." 

The pamphlet then describes Ansel 
Bourne's early days and boyish strug- 
gles. When he was about seventeen 
rears old, in the midst, of a "power 
ful revival of religion," ho "united 
w il Ii the Pros Will Baptist Church " 
Ansel at thai time was said to be sin- 
cerelv devout, and intended to lead a 
Ohristian life, but lie soon appears to 
have " lost sight, of his religious vows " 

■■ On ihe L4t.li of Ootober, L8s4, he 
gave his hand in marriage to Miss 
Sarah A. Wood nuinseo, of Richmond, 
\i. I." 

Within the two following years he 
was a carpenter by trade. He shitted 
about from ( 'ransion, li. I., to Provi- 
dence and tin n to I'.iwliiek 

In the latter place he " became 
again r. ligiouslj awake" in connec- 
tion with the Free Will Baptist 
Church.

He continued onward for eighteen 
or twenty rods * * * when he felt 
dizzy and desired to sit, down. * * * 
He did so. * * * lie looked up the 
road and saw- an aged man. Mr. John 
Thompson. * * * In an instant after 
beholding Mr. Thompson, it seemed 
BS though some powerful hand drew 
some thing down over his head, and 
then over his face, and finally over 
his whole body, depriving him of his 
sight, ami his hearing and his speech, 
and rendering him perfectly helpless. 

* * * Yet he had as perfect power of 
thought its at any time of his life. 
Bis mind instantly went back to his 
terrible decision and choice sonic 
time before : — ' I would rather be 
struck deaf and dumb forever than 
go to the Christian Chapel." 

Much moralizing follows, altar 
which conies a descript ion of Bourne's 
transportation to his home Repen- 
tance for his sins followed, and 
"twenty six hours from the same 
t into he was stricken down, when sub- 
ject to no unusual sensation or Feel- 
ing in his head, his sight was restored 
in an inslaiit." 

Mr. Bourne's "directed" narrative 
then tells how ho forgave all his 
enemies, and sent for those whom lie 
had .offended, resolved tO become 
thoroughly reconciled to his fellow- 
men. 

" lie began, in the solemn silent 
depths of his soul, to offer unutterable 
prayer. His tongue was chained to 
his teeth when he attempted to utter 
words. lie Med it freely when eat- 
ing to re mo ve his food. * * * but 

when he attempted to form words il 

was as though chained to bis forward 
teeth * * * for three Vt four days 
after this he could not meet his neigh- 
bors without weeping. * * * 

TlifsriMl TO I'UAVElt. 

A prayei meeting wax then held 
at his house. * * * He became calm. 
* * * He wrote letters to his friends 
signifying his decision to be henoe- 
Forth on the Lord s side. * * * On 
Wednesday, November XI, 1857, 

just two weeks from the time he was 
stricken down, lie was Carried to a 
Christian Chapel. * * * The effect 

was overwhelming. * * * He wrote a 

brief message on his slate, which was 
read to (lie assembly. * * * On the 
next day he again went to church and 
wrote another message. * * * After 
this was read he again desired to lift 
lip his hands toward heaven.

* * * On Friday he again attended

But Mr. Bourne's "directed" nar- 
rative is not quite ended. 

On Sunday, November s'O, it says, 
Mr. Bourne and family had retired to 
rost, and he (Mr. Bourne), between 
the hours of twelve and one, "lay 
with his back toward Ihe forward side 
of the bed. Suddenly bis i oom seem- 
ed all lighted up with most exlraor 
dinarv brightness, brighter than the 

light of day. He started with sur- 
prise, and saw an image or appear- 
ance, like a man in form, standing by 
of his bed. There appeal- 
ed nothing like a face, but in place of 
it there was an appearance like the 
sun in its brightness. A voice, which 
seemed to proceed from the image 
before him, said, 'Settle up 
worldly business and go to work for 
inc.' lie saw that the image held in 
each hand a crown. In his left, hand 
was a crown which was perfectly 
plain. In his lighl hand was another 
crown, sin passing in splendor and 
beauty anything lie ever saw." 

It was this vision whioh caused Mr. 
Bourne to enter the ministry,

I have known Mr. Bourne for seven years jiast. 
and during that period he has invariably conduct- 
ed himself with propriety in the community, so 
inu.'li so i\s to merit and retain the respeot Of his 
fellow citizens. In tlio early part of August last. 

or rather about the middle of the month, Mr. 

Item ne HUfferod a eoupile so/, il, which mis of a 

very formidable character, and from its sffeota 
ho nearly lost his life. Having nearly recovered 
from tlio itlnoss he thought himself able to re- 
turn to his occupation, that of ahousccarpentci'. 
Contrary to my advioc and without my know- 
ledge ho left his house and wont to South Kings- 
ton to superintend Uis completion of a dwelling 
house he Bad boon engaged upon. On tlieltlh 
of September, he was brought home again ill. 
and suffering from a severe cerebral disturbance 
My iiltendanco was continued till tho 2d of Oo 
tober, aud I heard nothing more of him till tlio 
2Htli of that month, when, in basic. I was sum 
moiicd to him. On reaching his bedside I found 
him perfectly insensible very much in the con 
dition of a person in a ayucope, swoon or faint- 
ing rlt. Tne pupils of his eyes were quite insen 
sible to light, widely dilated and not contract ing 
on the application of sudden and vivid light. * 
* * Powerful counter irritants were applied, 
to which lie gave no evidence of feeling. Vari 
ous and, I may say, judicious remedies wore re- 
sorted to, which, as this is not intended for a 
medical treatise, it is necessary to enumerate. 
SnfiHoe it to say, that, on my visit to him on the 
following Friday I found consciousness had in a 
measure been restored. His sight was then 
evidently perfect, but there still continued groat 
disturbance of his brain, confusion of inlelle.l 
with vacant staring. I mention these circum 
stances to show the faot that Mr. Bourne's ca8e 
is cloarly attributable to a disturbed and disoi- 
dored condition of the functions of the brain, 
and, if possible, to do away with the absurd and 
superstitious notion that there is anything mar- 
vellous or miraculous in the ease. 

Tlio loss of hearing and of speech was owing 
to a paralysis of the motor nerve of the tongue, 
known as the hypoglossal and of the auditory 
nerve. The recovery was owing to no wonderful 
nor miraculous power, but may be accouuteil for 
in ft very riitional and philosophic:!! manner. Mr. 
Itourne had been treated actively by elcetvo- 
galvanism and those remedies which intelligent 
physicians resort to In tho treatment of paralysis. 

The legitimate result of the treatment waa re- 
covery. It was not sudden nor une\pecled. The 
opinion expressed to the patient and his friends. 
that remedies used were well calculated Io restore 
him, and, in my judgment, would do so, was 
realized, and to the sober minded and rational 
portion of tlio community crealcd no emotions 
save those of pleasure in hearing of the restor- 
ation to comparative health of a fellow citizen 
whose deprivations of speech and hearing had 
i lieiie.l sympathy and regret.

Easter at the Gallaudet Home 

A. very pleasant record to chronicle 
is the observance of Easter day at the 
Gallaudet Home for Deaf Mutes. 
Easter morn dawned in an atmosphere 
of sunshine and joy, the weather be- 
ing refreshingly mild, with scarceB 
cloud to mar the bright spring sky all 
day. It seemed as though the balmy 
month of roses, forgetful of its proper 
time, had come a little in advance 
The solemn Lenten season is just over, 
and Easter, 1887, with its delightful 
memories, has vanished far down into 
the dim vista of the past. 

Comfortably seated around the 
neatly spread breakfast table, with 
Mr. Kev. Chamberlain at the head, we 
enjoyed onr Easter eggs and steam- 
ing coffee with hearty good relish. 
Onr nice large chapel looked more 
than usually attractive on this occasion 
of universal glad rejoicing. Above 
the bay window fronting on the west 
side, were these words in pretty ever- 
green letters, " Christ is risen , v with 
a handsome cross of the same green 
material in the centre. Upon the 
altar were four beautiful vases filled 
with lovely flowers, and their sweet 
fragrance pervaded the room. 

Shortly before noon, we assembled 
in the chapel, where Mr. Rev Cham 
berlain conducted a service, after which

The following is the outline of Sena- 
tor Coggeshall's argument before the 
senate finance committee in favor of 
an appropriation of $60,000 for the 
Central New York Institution for 
Deaf Mutes in this city: 

The Central New York Institution 
lutes at Rome, N. Y., was 
authorized in 1875 by the legislature 
to receive deaf mutes of the Stale, and 
since that year has been actively et»- 
gsged in the work of the education ui 
the deaf. At the period of the es- 
tablishment of the school and for years 
previous, the per capita paid by the 
state was $800 per annum. With this 
as a basis, and with the understand 
ing that it would continue, the work 
of building up an institution for the 
instruction of the deaf of Central New 
York was commenced. The people of 
Rome gave the school over *6,000 in 
cash, and three public-spirited citizens 
donated 6£ acres of land in the city as 
the as a site. The value of the land 
was $6,600, making the total donation 
over $12,600. It was calculated that 
with this aid and the $300 per capita, 
under wise economy, the school would 
be built up in every necessary direction. 
But in 1878 the per capita was reduc- 
ed to $275, the following year it was 
reduced to $250, then to $225 for 
two years. Since October 1, 1882, it 
has not exceeded $260. The manage- 
ment of the institution proti 
against these reductions and specified 
the needs of the school. The ways 
and means committee, while declining 
to make increase in the per capita, 
gave the management to understand 
that in case of any bbmbsJ need grow- 
ing out of the reduction or traceable 
to it, the amount necessary would be 
made good. 

Now it appears that from October 1 , 
1878, the time of the first reduction, 
to October 1, 1887, the amount the 
inntfctntion would and will have re- 
ceived over what it has received and 
will receive at the end of the current 
fiscal year had the per capita bee n 
maintained at $300 is $60,000 
more or less. Had this amount, in 
its fractional parts, through the nine 
years, been among the institution's re- 
sources where calculation had placed 
it, the neeessary buildings of the insti- 
tution would now be completed and 
occupied. As it is, the school is this 
amount short of the supply of its 
needs. Two brick wings have bees 
erected, and, because of the lack of a 
main building, they are devoted (o 
many things they were not built for 
A chwpel bnilding of wood, containing 
school room*, also a temporary strne 
ture, through which the winter wind 
whistles and the snmmer snn sorches, 
•In replacing after ten years of s< r 
vice. A proper hospital is an urgent 
need. To house its pupilage the fast) 
tution has been compelled for many 
years to lease three buildings in no 
way adapted to the purposes Mqai 
two of them being a quarter of a mile 
from the wings on the site. To « 
and beat the main bnilding, hospital, 
boiler house, and principal's rwridei 
$60,000 will be required. It is sub- 
mitted that the great need of the 150 
pupils in annual attendance fully war- 
rants the appropriation of this sum, 
not to begin, but to complete the 
buildings. It will be but giving the 
institution what it bad every Mfl 
to expect from its original per capita 
allowance. It will be doing justice to 
a worthy work that well serves the 
state and asks nothing beyond its bar- 
est needs. There is an analogy bet- 
ween the education of the deaf, und 
the education of the blind and curing 
the acute insane. Of institutions so 
working, according to the latest re- 
port of the state board of charities, 
the per capita cost of support is as 
follows : 

1 at Batavia SSG 

Inaane at Middle-town 

2W 76 

Insane at Utica 21 

And yet the state, in addition, fur- 
nishes all these institutions with 
buildings and grounds and the wli- 
withal for repairs, extensions and 
alterations. Can it reasonably be ex- 
pected that we can do all this on a 
simple per capita allowance of $250? 

The state appropriates outright for 
all except the deaf and dumb. It 
gives the latter a per capita which 
should be large enough to cover i
